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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-8 & 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

Taylor. 

Refer to fig. 1 of Taylor. Treating claims 1-3 & 13-14 first, an RF power amplifier 
is disclosed that includes a transistor M1 that may be read as the like element of the 
first paragraph of claim 13 and of claim 2. It has a resistive (load) element 24 connected 
to the output that may be read on the like element claimed in claims 1 & 14 or the last 
paragraph of claim 13. The element is shown as a resistor, but may be an antenna for 
instance. In RF applications such antennas are typically 50 ohms, which would meet the 
low impedance limitation claimed. The fact that this element serves as the output load is 
not excluded by the claims. The output of the amplifier transistor is also connected to a 
power supply that is modulated by the envelope of the output. This supply may be read 
on the modulated supply of claim 3 or the second paragraph of claim 1 3. Re claim 4, 
note inductor L3. Re claim 5, element 24 is shown as a resistor in the figure. Re claims 
6-7 note inductor L2 and capacitor C3. Re claim 8, the inductor L3 must inherently form 
a conductive element as it is in the output signal path, And re claim 10, it is shown as an 
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inductor and re claim 1 1 the capacitor C3 is shown as a capacitor. Re claim 12 Taylor's 
amplifier is for use with RF signals. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Taylor in 
view of Midya et al. 

The difference between this claim and Taylor is the particular conductive element 
construction claimed, but Mldya et al. show in figs. 6-8 constructing filter elements 
(inductors and capacitors) of stripline which may be read on a conductive track as 
claimed. Since the context of Midya et al. is an RF power amplifier having a modulated 
supply and the filter is connected to the output, it would have been obvious to apply this 
construction teaching to the reactive elements of Taylor.
